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I.  INTRODUCTION 

At  12:01  AM  on  Sunday,  February  27,  1983  the  O'Hare  Rapid  Transit  Extension 
was  opened  to  River  Road  in  Rosemont.   In  addition  to  service  at  River  Road  the 
extension  provides  stations  at  Harlem  Avenue  and  Cumberland  Road.   This  new 
service  also  provides  off  street  parking  at  the  Cumberland  Road  and  River  Road 
stations . 

The  Chicago  Area  Transportation  Study  in  cooperation  with  the  transit  and 
highway  agencies  is  responsible  for  evaluating  the  impacts  of  the  new  service. 
This  evaluation  will  take  the  form  of  a  Before-After  analysis  of  the  tripmaking 
in  the  corridor.   Before  data  was  collected  in  October  and  November  of  1982 
and  the  After  data  collection  will  commence  in  early  1984.   To  evaluate  the 
initial  opening  operations  a  brief  interim  report  was  scheduled.

Since  this  is  a  partial  opening  and  subject  to  full  opening  to  O'Hare 
Airport  later  this  year;  no  attempt  was  made  to  measure  all  of  the  items 
considered  in  the  Before  phase.   The  purposes  of  this  report  are  to  measure 
selected  items  in  order  to  obtain  an  interim  indication  of  the  changes  caused 
by  the  extension  and  highlight  any  major  problems  which  may  require  operational 
changes.   The  items  considered  were  limited  to  intersection  delays,  expressway 
volumes,  commuter  train  boardings,  parking  lot  usage,  RTA  bus  counts  and  the 
Chicago  Transit  Authority  (CTA)  rapid  transit  and  bus  boarding  counts. 

Our  initial  overview  based  on  limited  data  indicates  there  are  no  problems 
requiring  major  operational  changes  at  the  present  time. 


II.  METHODS 

Intersection  Delays  -  The  delay  of  automobile  traffic  using  Harlem, 
Cumberland  and  River  Road  was  measured  in  fifteen  second  intervals.   The 
measurements  were  limited  to  south  bound  traffic  in  the  AM  and  to  north  bound 
traffic  in  the  PM.   Observations  were  made  at  the  intersections  of  Cumberland 
and  Higgins,  Harlem  and  Talcott  and  River  Road  and  Higgins.   The  Before  obser 
vations  were  made  in  October,  1982  and  the  Interim  in  March,  1983. 

Parking   Vehicles  parked  at  the  Cumberland  and  River  Road  stations  were 
observed  to  determine  their  origin.   These  observations  were  made  during  mid- 
day in  mid-March,  1983  and  included  the  recording  of  communities  issuing  the 
tax  sticker.   If  no  windshield  tax  sticker  was  available  the  state  license 
number  was  recorded.   A  search  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  files  provided  the 
community  of  origin  for  those  vehicles  not  displaying  a  windshield  tax  sticker. 

Commuter  Trains  -  Platform  boarding  counts  were  made  in  mid-March,  1983 
at  selected  stations  along  the  Milwaukee  Road  and  the  C&NW  railroad  lines. 
These  counts  were  limited  to  inbound  trains  which  were  scheduled  to  arrive  in 
at  Union  Station  before  9:00  AM.   Every  effort  was  made  to  count  on  the  same 
day  of  the  week  as  was  done  in  the  Before  phase  (October,  1982).   The  C&NW 
provided  supplementary  estimates  of  ridership  at  selected  stations. 

A  review  of  the  Before  counts  determined  the  number  of  surveyors  required 
at  each  station.  Persons  were  then  assigned  to  count  a  section  of  the  platform 
or  a  number  of  train  doors. 

Buses   Ridership  counts  were  be  provided  by  NORTRAN  and  the  CTA  using  their 
conventional  counting  methods. 

Rapid  Transit  -  The  CTA  provided  ridership  counts  for  Jefferson  Park  and  the 
three  new  stations  using  their  conventional  counting  methods. 
Highways  -  IDOT  has  provided  traffic  volumes  on  the  Kennedy  Expressway  at  the 

Nagle  Avenue  surveillance  detector. 
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III.  TABULATIONS 

Intersection  Delays  -  The  intersection  delays  are  shown  in  TABLE  1  and 
include  the  Before  phase  and  the  Interim  phase.   A  review  of  TABLE  1  indicates 
the  following: 

*  Approach  vehicle  total  volume  increased  on  all  approaches 

*  Average  delay  in  seconds  for  stopped  vehicles  decreased  on  all 
approaches . 

*  Field  observations  and  data  collected  indicate  no  major  operational 
problems  exist  on  the  streets  serving  the  new  stations.

Parking  -  Parking  for  the  extension  is  provided  at  the  Cumberland  Road 
and  River  Road  stations.   The  off-street  facilities  provide  736  and  697  spaces 
respectively.   (Refer  to  TABLE  2.)   Shown  in  Tables  3,  4  and  5  are  the  origin 
of  vehicles  parked  at  Cumberland  and  River  Roads. 

*  TABLE  2  shows  significant  use  of  the  parking  lots.   However,  because 
of  the  partial  closure  of  one  lot  no  final  conclusions  on  operations 
can  be  made.   Field  observations  indicate  no  major  operational 
problems. 

*  TARLE  3  indicates  21.4%  of  the  vehicles  parked  at  Cumberland  are 
from  Chicago  and  19.9%  are  from  Park  Ridge.   Eighty  one  communities 
or  places  were  identified. 

*  TABLE  4  indicates  28.8%  of  the  vehicles  parked  at  River  Road  are 
from  Des  Plaines  and  10.5%  are  from  Mount  Prospect.   One  hundred  and 
nineteen  communities  or  places  are  identified. 

*  TABLE  5  represents  the  combined  origins  of  parked  vehicles  for  both 
stations.   Almost  half  (48.9%)  of  the  vehicles  parked  at  both 
stations  came  from  four  communities,  Chicago,  Des  Plaines,  Park 
Ridge  and  Mount  Prospect.

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Commuter  Train  Boardings  -  The  commuter  train  boardings  for  the  AM  peak 
period  are  shown  in  TABLES  6  and  7.   The  Milwaukee  Road  boardings  are  unchanged 
and  the  C&NW  boardings  are  down  almost  5%.   The  figures  (TABLE  8)  from  the 
C&NW,  based  on  ticket  sales,  indicate  a  6%  loss  in  ridership.   Boardings  by 
train  are  tabulated  in  Appendix  A.   Estimates  of  commuter  rail  ridership 
diversion  made  as  part  of  the  planning  for  the  O'Hare  Extension  indicated 
diversion  in  excess  of  the  initial  month's  measurements.   However,  because  the 
opening  occurred  after  receipt  of  ticket-by-mail  monthly  passes,  it  is 
speculated  further  diversion  from  this  user  group  may  be  forthcoming.   CATS 
will  continue  to  monitor  the  ridership  changes.   These  will  be  fully  reported 
in  the  final  report.

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Suburban  Bus  Ridership  -  Nortran  made  several  changes  in  bus  routes  to  provide 
service  for  the  new  rapid  transit  stations.

CTA  Ridership-The  CTA  conducted  counts  at  Jefferson  Park  and  the  three  new 
stations  Cor  a  period  of  sixteen  hours.   The  results  of  these  counts  are 
summarized  in  TARLE  11.   Average  weekday  ridership  has  increased  to  slightly 
less  than  6,000  during  the  first  month  of  operation.   Saturday  service  provides 
for  3,800  riders  and  on  Sunday  2,800  riders  use  the  new  service.   Ridership 
counts  by  station  for  30  minute  intervals  are  tabulated  in  Appendix  B.

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Highways-The  TDOT  Traffic  Systems  Center,  monitors  the  traffic  volumes  on  the 
area's  expressway  system.   Three  weeks  of  counting  prior  to  opening  the 
extension  indicates  an  average  of  72,600  outbound  vehicles  per  day  using  the 
Kennedy  Expressway  at  Nagle.   A  week  of  counts  taken  three  weeks  after  the 
opening  indicates  a  daily  average  of  73,300  at  the  same  location.   An  entrance 
ramp  in  the  vicinity  of  Nagle  shows  a  slight  increase  from  9,200  to  9,400  for 
the  same  time  period.   These  volumes  shown  in  TABLE  12  indicate  a  very  minor 
change  in  average  daily  traffic.

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IV.  COMMENTS 

The  results  of  this  interim  survey  show  the  extension  has  generated  6,000 
new  riders  and  has  created  no  major  problems.   General  findings  are: 
*No  major  problems  imminent  in  the  operations  of  the 

stations  or  transit  service. 
*No  major  highway  problems  in  the  station  areas. 
*Ridership  losses  on  commuter  rail  are  not  as  high  as 

the  increased  CTA  ridership. 
*A  more  in  depth  analysis  will  be  made  after  the  completion 

of  the  line  to  O'Hare. 
*Traffic  volumes  on  the  Kennedy  Expressway  have  not  changed.
